Diversified Farming. 


Asa home, 
live stook snd poultry is almost as 
unpalatable as an egg without salt. 
It is easential that a farmer should 
have milk, cream, butter, cheese, 
eggs and meat in order to live as 
wellas he should. The comfort 
and happiness of himself and 
his family is a consideration inde- 
pendent. of jFevenue. Nothing is 
more dreary. than the farm with- 
out a lamb, a oolt, a oalf, a pig, or 
a chicken. 

While grain is the staple crop 
in western Canada, the settler oan 
ill afford to place all his eggs in 
one basket. An off season will 
lose him a year’s effort. With a 
few dows he is assured a revenue 
from the sale of milk or cream to 
the creamery each day; the calves 
will return money from the butoh- 
erand the hens will pick up 
waste grain and insects besides 
supplying the table with eggs and 
bringing in a little revenue A 
few hens will pay the grocery bill, 
The hog is a sure revenue pro- 
ducer on any farm and can safely 
be reckoned as so much cash on 
the hoof. Sheep have never failed 
te pay for their keep in Alberta 
and they furnish both meat for 
the table and cash for the family 
expenses. Beof cattle are profit- 
able animals to raise in Alberta 
as anyone who has tried the ex- 
periment along practioal lines can 
testify. Horses command such a 
price as to enoourage all farmers 
to raise foals. 

While it will cost the new oom- 
er perhaps more than he expects 
or can afford to stook his farm 
with horses, oattle, sheep, hogs, 
and poultry, he can at least make 
a start, po matter how modest, and 
lay the foundation for future 
operations He may overdo the 
business and pile up more work 
for himself than he can acoom- 
plish and do justies to all his 
stock, but without overtaxing 
himself he can easily plan sources 
of revenue which will stand him 
in good stead in off years for 
grain orops. To keep hogs or 
sheep it is not necessary that the 


farmer should buy expensive 
machinery. A oream separator is
